More Attention Given by Colle«ei In the 


Former—Mlchlk,»» »n Eiceptlon. 


In the, east it is one of the rules of 


the coaching that much time shall be 
spent on .the.bore rudiments of football. 
This i» made easier, of course, by the 
fact that-in the big universities especial- 
ly BO many assistant coachm are on the, 
field to help.. In this way special atten- 
tion ca.li be given each portion and the 
men slowly and thoroughly trained in 
j-orro_the way to bend the knees, how 
to hold the arms, the position to assume 
on the toes and other equally essential 
points. This accounts for the slow de.- 
•elopmeiit of the football elevens of the 
east 
"Form" is the cry of the coaches 


and this is demanded of a player before 
he is permitted to advance very far in 
either the defensive or offensive forma- 
tions of tbe team. 
Coaches face a different proposition in 


the west. One or two assistants are us- 
ia.lly all thnt can be raked or scraped up 
;o help the head coach. Michigan is a 
possible exception in this regard, for it

You can also fasten them upon cards 
and photo mounts, singly,or In the 
shape of a tiny bouquet for gifts to 
friends and guests.

GREAT DAMAGE WROUGHT

NEW YORK, Nov. 
14.—Communica- 


tion with the w.cat after having been 
cut off for many hours by Sunday's storm 
was re-established soon after 3 o'clock 
this morning by the Associated Press. 
This was accomplished through a tele- 
phone wire between Baltimore and Chi- 
cago. Morse telegraph instruments dis- 
placed the telephonic devices and a re- 
stricted service was also begun. It de- 
veloped that Washington had been in 
almost constant communication with tho 
west during the night and news sent by 
the Associated Press from its New York 
office to Boston thence by way of Port- 
land, Maine, and the Canadian telegraph 


to Chicago and the west, was re- 
lines 
layed back to points east of Chicago as 
far as Washington. 


The wire service between Baltimore 


and Washington was completely out of 
service at 5 o'clock this morning, polea 
und wires having been carried down in 
many places by the great weight of wet 
snow and the intense force exerted by 
Hie furious gale. 


New England telegraphic circuits and 


those to Philadelphia and Baltimore were 
'the only ones in working order. The 
damage to wires is the most serious 
which the telegraph companies have fac- 
ed in many years. It spread over a wide 
area and caused a great rush to get out 
repair gangs who were hurriedly start- 
ed in the night by special trains over 
all the railroad lines, north, west and 
south. Little could be accomplished, 
however, until daylight. 


WIRES COMPLETELY DOWN. 


The wires were louncl to be down com- 


pletely north, west and east of Albany, 
und north of Poughkeepsie on the New 
York Central. There was but one wire 
working on this route and that extended 
only to Poughkeepsie. On the Erie line 
over which many circuits to Chicago are 
operated, one hundred poles were knock- 
ed down near Port Jarvis, N. Y. No 
wires were left south of Baltimore, nor 
between Philadelphia and Hurrisburg. 
Much trouble also exists south of Wash- 
ington where the storm first appeared. 
In the latter city several inches of snow 
fell. The storm began at 11 o'clock a. 
m. with a drizzling rain which sooon 
turned into heavy, wet snow. 


FINANCIAL WIRES" CRIPPLED. 


The private wires of 
almost 
every 


stock exchange and 
commission house 


were out of commission. One prominent 
firm had communication over its direct 
wires to Philadelphia and similar com- 
nnmicntion was had with Boston though 
with some difficulty. On the cotton ex- 
change business was virtually at a 
stand still. All telegraph wire commun- 
ication to New Orleans was out off and 
across the quotation board on the trad- 
ing floor was written, "No wires." In 
the first half hour of the cotton mar- 
ki-t, less than half a dozen transactions 
were made. At the produce exchange a 
similar state of affairs %vas reported and 
imsiness there was stagnant. One pack- 
ing house reported indirect communica- 
tion with Pittsbwg sind Chicago, but all 


reports obtainable by the local, weather 
bureau that the two storms, one from 
Florida and the other from the great 
lakes and Canada met a few miles'south 
of Washington. Rnin, wind, snow and 
sleeting continued until a late hour last 
night, causing an almost complete pros- 
tration of telegraph and telephone wires 
out of Baltimore. 


In Baltimore city rain, snow and sleet 


have fallen, causing the demolition of 
the electric wires, outside of the district 
in the central portion of the. city where 
an under ground system was recently 
installed. 


A FOOT OF SNOW FELL. 


YORK, Pa., Nov. 14.—Nearly twelve 


inches of snow fell here yesterday. The 
heavy weight of the snow broke down 
electric wires nil over the city, and both 
power plants here w.ere compelled to 
close to protect life arid property. As a 
result the city was without power and 
light current last night and the greater 
part of today. 


LAKE CRAFT-HUGGED PORT.

He believes 
that through such action a better feeling 
betweeirtlie north and south will be es- 
tablished.

MUST BI FREE FROM 


CONTAGIOUS DISEASE 


Forelcnera Not Allowed to Lund lu AmerltMl 


if Tbi»y Are so AfRicted. 


It has always been the desire of the 


United States government to keep for 
eigners out of this country who are at 
flicted with a contagious disease and the 
inspectors nt New York and other cities 
are pretty careful in their examinations 
Yesterday two men called upon Con- 
gressman Cooper at Hotel Racine. In 
their hands they had a telegram which 
came from Quebec, stating that the wife 
and children of one of the men had ar- 
rived there, were stopped because one of 
the children had a disease of the eyes, 
contagious in its nature and that they 
were to bo shipped back by the next 
boat. 


They were anxious to have Congress- 


man Cooper wire the officers of Quebec 
to permit the family to remain until a 
relative could reach Quebec. The con- 
gressman could do nothing except write 
a telegram asking that the people be al- 
lowed to remain until a relative could 
reach there. It is not believed that the 
message reached the authorities before 
the steamer sailed with the objection- 
able persons on board.

Indiiuiii was throughout the campaign 


claimed by the Democrats but it gave 
seventy-four thousand Republican plural- 
ity.

Itttd not been supposed the voters of New 
York as in other adjoining states, and in 
fact the entire country, were to be in- 
formed by Judge Parker that President 
Roosevelt was a man of corrupt charac- 
ter, that ho had made deals repugnant to 
the moral senses of the people, and that 
iic bad taken an infamous advantage of 
official secrets disclosed by trusts to the 
department of labor publicity bureau, by 
which the trusts had been compelled to 
contribute large sums to the campaign 
funds, and in return had been promised 
immune. 


These charges, und reiterated as they 


wore by Judge 'Pavkcr after the president 
had indignantly denied in an open letter 
to the American people, beyond any ques- 
tion changed many thousands of votes 
not only in New York and Connecticut, 
where they wevo publicly made, but in 
New Jersey, 'Rhode Island, thence spread- 
ing west like a prairie (ire. The public 
resentment spread over thr country like 
an overwhelming wave and never ceased 
until the central west, the prairie west, 
ami the mountain states, a* well as the 
Pacific coast states were moved, as mov- 
ed they liinl not been for years.

But as the campaign 
proceeded it was discovered by the dis- 
cerning that an under surface movement 
was in progress -among the silent voters, 
so to speak, that favored the Republican 
party. It was created by a number of 
causes, one because of Ute growing fear 
if Parker was elected, be would be only 
olay as under the potter, another that 
Bryanism would be sure to be revived 
just as Bryau himself declared it would, 
another fear of the influence of the Soc- 
ial Democrats, the belief that with Re- 
publican defeat might be ushered in free 
trade and free silver coinage, and in 
truth us the campaign progressed the 
voters of more loosened party ties be- 
came more and more convinced 'Demo- 
cratism meant most serious dangers to 
the country if successful. Then the splen- 
did personality of the president was mak- 
ing its profound impression. His ster- 
ling Americansim. bis staunch 
moral 


courage, and his known detestation of 
sham and hypocrisy, shown in most at- 
tractive contrast along side of the shifty 
New York jurist, standing upon a party 
platform un-American, and entirely silent 
as to perhaps as important an issue as 
any before the country. 


These, were the conditions when the 


speeches of Parser were sent broadcast 
in the land. With the savage impeach- 
ment of the president's honesty, the im- 
putinc' In him of being the milker of cor- 
rupt bargains, came the whirlwind. All 
lingering doubts wove thrown aside and 
from men in all conditions of life, tiie 
employer and the employe, from the farm 
f.o the city, from evorywhercs there came 
upon election day the resonant voice of 
the American people, indignantly putting 
their effective seal in form of 
ballots 


against the New York candidate and his 
iiarty. Tlu'rpfnro was it any surprise tlic 
large Mcivinley pluralities wore immense- 
ly exceeded, did it cniiso wonder that 
sure Republican states doubled their-plu- 
rality of four and eight years ago. When 
doubtful states gave unprecedented ma- 
jorities or rather pluralities it was then 
diswrnable the deep resentment 
that 


moved the American people against a 
party with no issue, with a candidate 
who failed to observe the decencies,.and 
a, party clearly in the grasp or would 
voon be, of men who would if in power, 
play the wrccS.fr ot those policies that 
had made the country -what it is today.

So already, so soon, the trinity 
of 


Populism, Bryan, Watson, Debs, are talk- 
ing of forming a new party or at least 
reports give them the credit of so.doing. 
Months ago William Jennings Tiryan for- 
mally proclaimed that on the conclusion 
of the present campaign he wouli for- 
mulate his program of'state ownership 
of railroads, municipal ownership of fran- 
chises, government control of telegraphs, 
abolition of all private monopolies, the 
referendum, the election of federal judges 
by the people and favoring the income 
tax. With this . program he enunciated 
the dictum that, the financial qxiestion 
-was not settled, and that it was but still 
in abeyance. 


It was this enunciation of Bryanism 


that not admitting of much question, sat- 
isfied many thousands of voters the Dem- 
ocratic party as represented by Judge 
Parker was a perilous quality to place 
in control of the government. Neither 
is there much longer dovibt but that in 
every state thousands of once staunch 
Democrats have come over to the Repub- 
lican party for good. For certainly when 
one speaks of the commanding majorities 
and the pluralities received by President 
Roosevelt arid thus of his magnificent en- 
dorsement, it is belittling the grand pic- 
ture of sound national health to deny to 
other parties their valuable contribu- 
tions in the form of votes. 


But it is said the formation of a new 


party is in progress with the trinity of 
Bryan, Watson, and Debs as promoters. 
It is proposed the Democratic party be 
given the bounce, though this is not nec- 
essary for 'if it be so desired the forces 
of Socialism and of Populism can readily 
control. If this goes through Social Dem- 
'ocratisjri will disappear and there arc 
those , who predict it has already run 
its course :md from now on will disinte- 
grate. -This may be possibly father to 
the thought, but to say that the three 
leaders', Bryan, Watson and Debs'could 
not form a new political party is for peo- 
ple to purposely mislead themselves. Al- 
ready Watson is reported to be'contem- 
plating shaking 'the soil of thc'sb'uDJi 'from 
his feet and gaining;-a residence-in-New 
York city. Then there -would; -beJ Bryan, 
of the.west, Debs of the. central states', 
nnd. Watson of the cast, , If .these nre'not 
able to complete the last-obsequies'of1 


the Democratic party it will not be their' 
fault. '

Of course though'it is possible, the De-' 


mocriitif pnrty will be soon swallowed 
up in the last grasping clutches of the 
elements that captured it in 189(1. It is 
of course possible the new ovmers for 
purposes of a trademark, however shop 
worn, as it were, retain the Democratic 
name, and iu 100S present the name oS 
W. ,T. Bryan again to the people. 
In 


this latter view it is only necessary to 
consider what disposition could be made 
of Messrs. Debs and Watson, or would- 
these two run another -side aggregation 
to carry off the more extreme radicals, 
while Bryan grappled with the more con- 
servative, spirit of the country now rep- 
resented in the Republican party? 


Meanwhile the Democratic party has 


practically vanished. It 
is hopelessly 


swallowed up in the remorseless tide of

The 
matter of public schools and of good 
roads receives the thoughtful attention 
of the president and already much im- 
provement is noticeable in these features. 
He asks for an appropriation of $2,500,- 
000 that new roads and needed bridges' 
be constructed and congress will very 
likely hoed his wishes upon these mut- 
ters. 


Some comment is made upon this lat- 


est exhibit of Cuban progress, which is in 
the main encouraging for the Republic 
this country brought in to the world of 
self governments, one being as follows 
from the Record Herald: 


"If we take for purposes of comparison 


(he first nine months of the present cal- 
1'iidnr yi-nr instead of the twelve months 
of the hist /iscal year,

ment of our trade with Cuba appears in 
a still better light. Wo exported mer- 
chandise to the value of $22,717,378, as 
compared with $16,752,179 exported in 
the corresponding nine months of 1003. 
This is an increase of 35 per cent, and an 
examination of the exports in detail will 
show that the increase held good in al- 
most all lines of trade. The smallest gain 
was in builders' hardware and tools, only 
0 per cent. The next smallest was in 
corn, 20 per cent. The greatest gains 
were made in cotton cloth and bicycles, 
respectively ]2;~! and 124 per cent. 


As the reciprocity treaty with Cuba 


went into force nt the end of last Decem- 
ber, it is probable that a great part of 
this gain is due to it. It would not 
do to omit from consideration the fact 
that the Cubans have done very well this 
year with both sugar and tobacco, so as 
to give them greatly increased purchas- 
ing power. But it appears probable that 
when the year is ended we.shall find that 
our own sales to Cuba have been increas- 
ing in much larger-proportion; than have 
the sales of other nations.;',. . 
. 


Still for.all this there.'are-those Platte 


amendments -which must not be neglected 
by Cuba. The provisions made in these 
fov the sanitary treatment is most im- 
portant, not only for the city of-Havana-

•on Virginia creeper and bright red 
blackberry leaves. The lady's friends 
•across the sea could not believe that 
the leaves were just as she had gath- 
ered and pressed them, but felt sure 
at first they must have been dyed or 
painted in the brilliant hues they dis- 
played.

We in America hardly appreciate the 


wonderful coloring of our autumn 
leaves, the brightness of our autumn 
flowers, because they are so common. 
But yo>~ig people oujht to appreciate 
them. Betides their i-onderful beauty 
and usefulness in winter decoration, in- 
formation is to be gained by making a 
collection ot autumn leaves and flowers 
and presting them. 


.Let us consider which to gather and 


ben- to press them. 


Flrit, there Is the dazzling maple 


tree, red and yellow, so brilliant that 
In the time of the fall of the leat it 
tints the whole atmosphere around it 
with a glow. Probably you never no- 


ticed it, but the brilliant, red and yel- 
low leaves do not belong on the same 
tree. The yellow leaved tree turns yel- 
low every year, the red one red. 


Other leaves to be gathered are those 


of the true Virginia creeper, which is a 
five fingered ivy that climbs upon trees, 
stumps and fences and is sometimes 
planted near houses to climb up the 
walls. 
Let us put with them some 


sprays of vivid yellow goldenrod, also 
of the tall purple ironweed. The pret- 
ty, feathery ageratum, both blue and 
white, was originally a wild flower and 
may still be found in many places. If 
you cannot find the wild ageratum, 
however, leave that out and employ 
only the rest. Make them up into a 
harmoniously arranged 
bouquet and 


see how beautiful they are, especially 
with a brown sycamore leaf and a 
sycamore ball or two in the back- 
ground.

Here the 
joys' help may come in. , A boy who 
has learned to use tools can prepare 
.wo pieces of thick board or wood, eaoh 
About fourteen Inches square, and make 
,ne side of them smooth wltlv sandpaper. 
They are to be Joined together by a 
:humbscrew. which brings them as tight 
ogether as possible. Lay one sheet of 
paper upon the lower board o£ the 
•crew presi, place the leave* psrteotiy 
tmooth upon it, put *on top another 
sh«*t o.f paper, and then th* top board;

with these the leaves and flowers can 
be seen. A few leaves can be pressed 
In a big dictionary or any large book, 
with other books on top for a weight. 


Here is a pretty way to -make a book 


of autumn leaves and flowers: After 
they have been pressed, paste or fasten 
them upon cardboard cut about the 
size of an ordinary book. You can 
group; the leaves or fasten them singly 
upon the card In various -taisteful ways. 
After you make ten or a dozen of these 
cards punch holes through them at one 
of the edges and tie them together with 
some bright ribbon.
